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RE-ELECTION OF SENATORS. 

\ ‘The indications are that in the Senatorial 
‘elections of the coming Winter the present 
incumbents will be very generally rechosen, 
except where the party control of the Legis- 
latures has changed since ‘the’ beginning of 
their terms. It has become almost the rule 
that a man who has served his State with 
ability and: credit in the United States 
‘Senate shall- be ‘continued in his ‘seat, 
“unless he: is impelled to retire by reasons 
of . his own} or j by. a change of 
political ascendency in -his ‘State. Jt is 
one of those rules which, without any sanc- 
tion of law or any special weight of tradi- 
tion or precedent, came into force throughs 
recognition of their advantages. For many 
reasons it is a desirable practice to make the 
position of Senator one for life or good: be- 
havior, subject to. the periodical test of a re- 
election and the opportunity for the party 
change which s shifting of the general sen- 
timent may require.. In the first place, it 
is, with very few exceptions, the highest 
position in. public. life; to which our 
statesmen, if swe . may be said to 
have. such class, can aspire: A man 
-who devotes himself to politics and public 
affairs may pass through the grades of local 
office without serious interference with his 
professional or. other. occupation. He may 
even serve his district in the lower branch of 
Congress for one:or more terms without 
being taken out of his private career into 
that of statesmanship. If: after years of 
public service in his State and some experi- 
ence in the House of Representatives he de- 
velops a: high’capacity for dealirig with the 
larger questions of State and influencing the 
policy and legislation of the'country, the 

Senate affords the highest, if not the only, 
field for its display. By that time, too, 
he is likely to become largely absorbed in 
the studies and labors of. public life, and his 
retirement would at once deprive the coun- 
try of the benefit.of shis experience and 
training, and himself of the only career for 
which his work has prepared him. A place 
in the Cabinet, aside from the uncertainty of 
its tenure in any case and the shortness of its’ 
tenure in all cases, can hardly be regarded as 
more desirable or more honorable than a 
seat in the Senate. It ‘affords in ordinary 
times far less scope for’ activity and the dis- 
play of power, and influence in the public 
service. And though the Presidency may be 
an object of ambition to many who succeed

’ There are two branches of the Irish ques- 
tion—Ireland’s complaints and Ireland’s 
grievances. England must deal with ‘both, 
and they are” éssentially distinct in their 
character. To put it briefly, Mr, Panne. 
represents the complaints, bad land laws 





the gnevances. lt 1s important that the 


distinction between the two be clearly made, 
for the conduct of . PARNELL has 
exposed him to the severe reprobation

that the. situation of the Irish tenant farmer 
is bad and.calls ‘for remedy. The fact that 
the complaints of Mr. Pamwets are on'y os- 
tensibly, and not really, based on the actual 
grievances of Ireland is another redson for 


‘their’ separate. considération. This man. 


PARNELL long ago showed himself to bea 
demagogue. . He has lately appeared ‘as a 
hypocrite. He has svowed that he en- 
tered into the Land League agitation 
mefely to help on the purposes of the 
Home Rule Party, and he is displeased 
and discouraged at the extent to which the 
former question. has overshadowed the latter. 
For the . wrongs and sufferings of the pea- 
Santry he cares. very little, but he takes a 
deep personal ititerest in a possible free Ire- 
land, with himedlf holding a prominent post 
in her Governinent. The very violence of 
his harangues shows that what he seeks is re- 
bellion and not land law reform. 

With that phage of the Irish question re- 
presented by Mr. Pannuiuand his associates 
in sedition the Government has undertaken 
to deal by a State prosecution, Fourteen 
prominent members of the Land League are 
charged with engaging in ‘‘a conspiracy to 
defeat payment of rents, to prevent letting 
of farms. from which. tenants have been 
evicted, and to. excite ill-will among ‘her 
Majesty’s subjects in Ireland.”’. On this 
charge they will-be fairly tried in Dublin be- 
fore a Bench ‘occupied entirely by Trish 
Judges ‘and by @ jury of Irishmen. Their 
conviction is by no means a foregone con- 
clusion; indeed, it would be surprising if 
some of them were not acquitted. The trial 
will be long, contested with great legal skill, 
and the able counsel of the defendants will 
spare no effort to find some loop-hole in the 
general law of conspiracy’ through which 
their clients, or some of them, may escape 
conyiction. But it onght to have a salutary 
effect.. The Government does not appear in 
the light.of a harsh. oppressor, but as seek- 
ing to prévent and punish by proper means 
the Open ‘violation of the law of the land. 
Mr, Panne. will.gain no glory. from the 
prosecution: he mantle of O'OConNELL 
will mot descend to grace his unworthy. 
shoulders. He is not a ‘‘ liberator,’’ a great 
political criminal, but rather a common mal- 
efactor, arraigned with shop-keepers, road- 
builders, and publicans for inciting breaches 


of the peace. Even sholld this prosecu- 


tion entirely fail of its natural purpose, the

Prof, ZOLLNER, a learned German, who is 
Professor of Astronomy in the University of 
Leipsic, and. a member of an excessive 
amount of learned societies, lately investi- 
gated the Spiritualistic performances of Mr.

It is, perhaps, 
rather discreditable to any nifn to be igno- 
rant of the fourth dimension of space, but as 
every one has not had the advantage of 
studying the Vague and the Inconceivable. at 
the Concord School of Philosophy, a few 
simple words of explanation may not be 
amiss.

cept acts that have three dimensions, and we 
carinot get. out of our three-dimensional 
world.

areready.to understand what Prof. ZoLLNER, 
following: the teachings of Kaw, describes 
as the fourth ‘dimension of - We can- 
not get out: of our three-dimensional world 
because we cannot. break through the top, 
bottom, ‘sides, or ends of it... But let us sup- |, 
pose that space has a fourth dimension, 
which is neither Jength, breadth, nor thick:

Specimens of the tissue tickets, by the whole- 
sale use of which the Democrats of South Carolina 
defraud Republican voters of. their rights; have 
been sent to: this office.

in 67 stiort lines of type upon strips of very thin, but 
strong, bluish-white paper 9\inches long and 15¢ 
inches widé, which were folded once at the middie.

The thin enveloping 
tickets were printed upon paper marked on the 
back by a regular pattern of diamonds, alternately 
red and white, after the style of a tesselated pave- 
ment. When folded for voting the package in one 
case would be 434 by 134 inches, and in the other 444 


. by 3 inches, and in each enveloping ticket might 


easily be concealed a large number of thenarrow 
tissue tickets. In Orangeburg County the fraudu- 
lent’ tickets. .were. inclosed” in an enveloping 
ticket! of very stiff paper. After the polls had 
been. closed -the. contents of: the boxes .were 
inspected. by the Democratic managers. If their 
frierids had not putin enough of tile tissue tickets, 
more were added; if they had raised the total vote 
to a number greater than the number of: voters in 
the precinct, a ‘sufficient. number of tickets were 
taken out, to restore equilibrium, the great ma- 
jority of those anstracted: being legal ballots de- 
posited by Republican voters. ‘The extent of the 
frauds committed in this way in the counties of the 
Charleston Congressiotial district has been fully 
set forth in Tax Tnuitzs by Mr. B. W, M.. Mackey. 
The Republicans are said to have presented open 
tickéts in all cases at the boxes, and to have folded 
them under the eyes of those: who had the boxes 
in charge; the Democrats voted folded tickets; and 
thus concealed the tissue tickets which went into 
the boxes with them.

Who speaks to-day of Roserr T. Compan, 
editor of Graham's Magazine, once a noted journal- 
ist of Philadelphia, and Mayor of. that city He 
wrote much prose and poetry; of which “Jack 
Cade” alone survives. Dr. Ronerr M. Bran, also a 
Philadelphia jo: and Hitérgleur, won. con- 
siderable renown by his “* Calavar,” the “ Infidel,” 
“Nick of the Woods,”’ and other novels; very popu- 
lar thirty or forty years ago. But they have passed 
into the shadow, while his the “ Gladia- 
tor,”” yet lingers in the-sunshine of the. stage.
